New Car Sales Gain 
Here and in County 


Sale of new cars for the first | 
five months of this year have 
shown a big gain in Upland ani 
throughout the county. Increase 
in the number of new cars being 
handled by the three local new 
car dealers is estimated at nearly 
100 per cent over the record of 
the January to June period of 
1934. 

Registration of new cars in the 
county is 99.5 per cent greater 
for this year than it was last year 
for the first five months.

"Speeders To Face 
Reckless Driving 


Cc harges in F ‘uture 


Instead of arresting  fast- 
driving motorists on a charge 
of driving at a certain rate of 
speed, local members of the 
California highway patrol have 
been instructed to charge them 
with reckless driving. 


The officers are to take into 
consideration the contributing 
elements of hazard involved, 


including the acts of the driv- 
ers, physical conditions respect- 
ing the roads, the weather and 
the condition of the vehicle. 
This new’ system virtually 
places all highway speed arrests 
on a basis of reckless driving. 
The court will be required to 
determine the extent of danger 
to persons and property involv- 
ed and assess the penalty ac- 


cordingly.
